cuſe to make, than by proteliing ſolemnly, (Ff) That be knew 
nothing of the Alterations, they being put in by bis Superiours, to 
whoſe diſeretions be bad entirelyleft bis Brok,and it ſeems his own 
Honeſty and Honour.

And then decrees , That all Hereticks , Partakers or 
Defenders of them, though they ſhine- in- the Dignity of Patri- 
archs, Archbiſhops, Biſhops , Kings, Daeengs, Dukes, or. any 
other. Feclefiaſtical or Mundane Title , &c. be pronounced 
Excommunicate in the preſence of the People, every Sunday and 


 Holy-day, &c. and requires that they proceed to deprivation of 


Dignities, 8c. 

Now our Author to-all this given in proof by me from 
theſe cecumenical Councils, as the Romanifts ſtile them, op» 
poles the Authority of one Jobn Biſhop, who- in a Book written 
in the time of ©. Elizab. proved that the Gonftitution of the La- 
teran Conncil, upon which the whole authority of abſolving $ub- 
jefts from their Allegiance and depoſmng Princes is founded, is 
no other then 8 Decree of Pope Innocent the II. and was never 
admitted in England : yea, that the. ſaid Council. was no Conncit 
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8 all, nor was any thing at all there decreed by the F'a- 
thers. | 

* So then we are come toa Reſolution of Faith, -if one ſingle 
man ſhall write a Book againſt a received Do@rine in the 
Church, thare founds it (elf on the Decree of a Univerſal 
Council, and ſhall deny that Council to be valid, or received 
in a particular Church, that Doctrine however received or 
founded, as is above mentioned, ceaſes to be the Doctrine of 
the Church : Which, if ic be eruc, I believe *cwill be almoſt 
impoſlible for any man to be a Heretick ; ſome orfe or other 
having wrote a Book in the defence of his Tenet, how Hcetc- 
rodox (oever it were, ard diſparaged the Authority of that 
Council that condemned it. But this Author, who relies (© 
much on the credit of Fobx Biſhop , ſhould have adverted 
to thoſe very cogent Arguments which Cardinal Perrou pro- 
duces in his long Speech. to the third Eſtate, and Dr. YVaxe 
has: ſince brought in favour of that Council, and his Con- 
fucation of all Supgcltighy alledged on the contrary part. 
Alſo he ſhould have taKM notice of the Sublidiagy proot 
lately added by F. Labbe, and Coſſart, Editors of the Coun. 
cils now at Paris, who there from a Copy ſuppoſed to be 
written in that very Age, give the Canons of that Council in 
Greek dehicient, chictly in thoſe parts, where the Controver- 
lic between the Eaſtern and Weſtern Church was determined 
to the diſadvantage of the Greeks. And lalily, he ſhould have 
contidered thatthe Council ot Trent, whoſe Authority he 
will not JiſputWhas alledged the Canons of this tourth La- 
terau Council, and therefore it will not be very realonable to 
oppolc F. Biſhop toall thoſe Fathers. 

But to pals this: How comes it about that our Author tells 
ns, this Council was never admitted in England ? Did he 
conlider what pewer the Pope then claimed in this Iſland, 
when he had rendered, -and openly fiiled the King his 
Vaſfal? As alſo how much work the Engliſh had,to' do in 
that Aſſembly, particularly in-the caſe ot Stephen Langtox, 
then Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and that the Canons of that

That the Latin Emperour, who yet was but Ele&, was the 
Popes Pupil; ſo made by the will of his Mothcr Conftance,and 
choſen Emperor by the Popes influence, who had unmadec 
twoEmperors before,of whom one 3.e.Otho.g.was then living, 
and the next Pope fave one, Innocent the IV. depoſed this very 
Emperour : Farther,that Fobn de Brenne and Almerick held the 
Kingdomes of Fer»ſalem and Cyprus of the, Popes gitr : That 
_ our King Fobn was become his Feudatary, and as his Holi- 
nels was pleaſed to ftile him his Vaſſahthat James King of Ar- 
ragon held by the ſame Copy, who beſides was a Minor and 
Pupil to the Pope, who was fo favourable' as to give him 1 
Crown, whoſe Father had deſerved (© ill as to fortere ro His 
Holineſs both Kingdom and Life: Then farther, that Pþ4/5 
King of Fraxce had his Kingdom twice put under Interdi 
by. this very Pope, and was threatned worſe: That- Andrew 
of. Hungary was alſo by this very Pope threathed with Depri- 
vation, and having thereby learnt Obtdience ,' bectnde his 
Creature and Favourite 3 and 'was made by him General of 
the Croiſade againſt the Mahumetang, as Simon de Montfort 
was of that againlt the Hereticks of France » and the'Prin- 
ces of Flanders, of that againſt the Greek Schiſtmaricks. This, 
one would think, were a fair- account of all rhe' Crown'd 
Heads that ſent their Embaſſadors and Biſhops to this Cbun- 
cil.

-Our bulineſs here-is-vot to conſider; whether this or other 
Councils were free or obnoxious, fince they be received by 
the ſucceeding Roman Church, and by our Author himſelt.

We have (cen the Doctrine of the Church of Rome, con- 
cerning the Popes Power over Princes, which if it be truly 
ſtated, (and I think nothing in the world. is evident if my 
Argumentation be not) will eafily determine the:ifſue- of 
this Enquiry. Fornot to infift on the many detects both in- 
tellequal and moral, which arc pretended + to /incapacitate 
for Government, or otherwiſe .forfeir it, diſcourſed at large 
by the Canoniſts, and more largely: commented. on by pra- 
ile, in the depoſition. and removal of - ſuch Princes i by 
Popes 3 If we ſuppole them in a!l Points 'qualiftied for Rale, 
and zealous Aſﬀertors of 'the Roman Faith, : yet notwithſtand- 
ing upon any diſobedience to the: Churches Dictares, or con- 
tumacy of \any kind to her Commands, | which: may'ſubje&t 
them to the cenſure of the Church, and the'diſpleaſure of his 


Holineſs, and thereby expoſe ro Excommunication, (of the 


due infliction whereet theyyonly are [Judges,). all Righe 
and Authority upon the: Principles before aid down, imme- 
diately becomes forfeit : | and the very. queſtioning hereof in 
Theft, the thing. being determined by Oecumenical Coun- 
cils, and ſo made de Fide, will be Herefie. 

And now whereas no Prince can maintain himfelf with- 
out the Obedience of his Subjedts, and :ready Execution of 
his Miniſters, I demand whether upon any difference ftarted 
(and unleſs the Prince will tamely give up all, there muſt be 
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many) a Minifter of State will dare to uphold and defend 
the Rights of his Maſter in oppoſition to the Pope ? If he 
do, he is ſure to bring all the hatred of the Pope and Clergy 
upon him, and it. is obſerved, that Miniſters of State have

But what if we ſhould (ay, that Princes themſelves dare 
ſcldom adventure to maintain their own Rights agamlt the 
Pope? Not to inſiſt up6n the 'perſonal apprehentions they 
may juſtly have of a Dagger trom a Clement or a Raviliac : It 
is not unknown toany, that Princes, even when in Peace, 
live with the jealoukics and precautions of War, and are as 
induſtrious for acceſſion of Allies and advantages to them- 
ſelves, as to prevent thoſe of a contrary party ſtill expe- 
ing and providing for a fiorm in the deepeſt calm of tran- 
quillity and Peace. If (as fometime heretofore they did) all 
Emrope ſubmitted to the Pope, what advantage or diſadvan- 
tage to any: Prince would the good wilt of the Pope be ? What 
influence would he not have (by the Clergy) amongſt the 
peaple of any Prince, if not abſolutely co-raiſe Rebelhon, at 
lcait toflacken and abate thezca) and fervour of the people ?* 
What diverſions to:this or that holy War, or Interpolitions 
fox Peace .could. he not make, as it ſhould ſuit beſt with the 
party/he ſhall:mo@favour? And how hardly could ſuch plau- 
ible defires-be denicd to the holy Father ? Theſe and the like 
conGderations. retdes the Kings of Fravceand Spain (o jca- 
Inus.of! the making. Popes. or Cardinals: though it is certain 
tha Popes dare not be fo. openly partial, and uncqual to Prin- 
ces: (nor would: that partiality be fo fatal. to their Intereſis) 
now as heretofore,. becauſe the Reformation hath ſpread into 
many Countreys which value not the Inclination of the 
Popes butzather incline ts the party he moſt oppoſes; which 
as. it feems: a: conncereballance;,. © is it: a great 'awe'to the 
Pope, leſt their partiality. ſhould force: Princes ro cheriſh and 
fayour the. Proteſiand party-, and perhaps even to-throw off 
his yoak but iff ever the Church of Rome could eradicate the

Will you ſee how tender and fearful Princes have been 
heretofore of claiming their Rights in this kind 3 Sce Ed. 3. 
a brave and a magnanimous Prince, in the vigour ot his Age, 
in the 25 year of his Reign, when he comes to claim and vin- 
dicate his Rights in Ecclcfiaſtical matters, he is (o feartul of 
offending the Pope, that he ſceks all poſſible excuſes even 
whilſt he is clafming his own. Firſt, he layes the fault on his 
Predecefſors, and quotes the Statute made in his Grandta- 
thers time : In the next place, the grievous camplaint of the

but rather aſſent to it, ſo defirous-he was of an excuſe toward

mage which happencd to-bis Realm, be ought and is bound. of the 
accord of biz ſaid people iz bis Parliament thereof, 10 Reme- 
dy aud Law in voidzng the miſchiefs and damage which thereof 
cometh, 8&c.

F ſuppole this may ſufficiently ſhow how fearftully that 
Great and Generous Prince (not ſubje& to vain fears) weng 
about to remedy that Inconvanience : What Fruit he reap'd, 
from the hazard headventur'd : And how cfteual that Great. 
Medicine (our Author ſo highly commends to us ) was,  vay be 
conjeQur'd by the need there was of another Statute. ot . ro 
viſors, the very next Parliament , viz- the 27 year of his 
Reign.. 


Reign. Tt would be too tedious to the Reader and my elf, 
to quote all the Statutes of thatkind ; Inſtead of others which 
it were eaſie to produce, I ſhall oncly add that of the 16 of 
Rich. 2. Cap.5. Where the Commons of the Realm having 
complained ot the intolerable Tyrannics and Oppreſlions of 
the See of Rome, go on to pray the King, and him require by 
ray of Fuſtice, that be would examine allthe Lords in the Parlia- 
ment, as well Spirizual as Temporal, ſeveraly, and all the States 
of the Parliament, how they think, of the Caſes gforeſaid, which 
be ſo openly againſt the Kings Crown, and in derogation of bis Re- 
gality , and how they will jtand in the ſame Caſes with our Lord 
the King.&c. Whether this Examination was in order to the 
Antalie of the Ferſons, or Suſpenſion of the Votes of: the 
Diſſenters, or ſome other purpoſe, I will not take upon me to 
enquire z Certainly conſidering the Greatneſs of the Pecrage 
-of England at that time, ſuch a way of procedure ſhews the 
greatneſs of the miſchief which was defir'd to be redreſt. But 
the continued Complaint and freth Endeavours for Remedy, 
do likewiſe as evidently demonſtrate that none of our Kings 
ever found an cffeQtual Cure, till the time of Henry the VIII, 
who yet, although he retain'd the Roman Profcſlion of faith, 
denying temporal Subje&ion to the Pope, became liable to that 
Deprivation and Cenſure, and all that Spiritual Thunder 
which ſo ſeverely fell upon him; and has ſince exerciſed bis 
Succefſors. 

\But theſe our Princes who came after him, having gene- 
rally been of the Reformed Religion , which they of Rome 
have declar'd to be Herefie, the praQtifes among us however 
exorbitant, will not fall under our preſent conlideration. I 
fhall therefore paſs over to 'our Neighbours of Fraxce; and 
- examine how well the Priviledges of the Galicax Church have 
ſtood the moſt Chriftian Kings in ſtead, which will readily be 
{een if we look into their Hiſtories: nor will we (eek farther 
than the laſt Age. Henry the Third we know had difficulty 
enough with the Catholick holy League, oppos'd not oply by 
+ the high-flown Jeſuited Romaniſts, but the Bulwarks of Re- 

l Authority, the Loyal Doors of the Sorbox, who being 
eventy in number, unanimouſly decree, nemine contradicente, 
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That the Subjefts of France were freed from their Oaths of Allegi- 
ance and Obedience made to Henry the Third : And alſs that the 


| ſid Subjets may legally and with a ſafe Conſcience arm and unite 


themſelves, colleft and raiſe money, &c. Which Decree of the 
good Doctors was ratified by his Holineſs in his Bull of Ex- 
communication, which ſuddenly followed 3 and was purſued 
to ſuch Extrewities by the Leaguers, that they were not onely 
content to ſubjeQ that Kingdom to the Yoak of Spain, but in 
deſpite of the Slick Law, endeavour that the Infanta Clara 
Exgenia Elizabetha | ſhould ſucceed unto the Crown ; and 
though the King turn*d Covenanter himſelf,andEſtabliſh'd the 
Oath of Union in the Aſſembly of the Three Eſtates,and perſo- 
nally (wore toit, making it a Fundamental Law of the French 
Nation, that onely a Catholick ſhould be capable to ſucceed unto the 
Crown, yet notwithſtanding this, the ſaid Hewry the Third 
could not eſcape the Anger of. his Holineſs, and what is conſe- 
quent thereto, the being depriv'd of his Kingdom and his 
Life, maſſacred by F. Clement, the Facobin-Monk. To him 
we know ſucceeded Henry the ': V.-- who after great ſirugling, 
and the ſame oppoſition trom the Unanimous Determination 
of the Loyal Sorbox-DoQors, in their general Congregation, 
who May 7. 1590. Declar'd Henry of Bourbon uncapable of the 
Crown, though be ſhould obtain Abſolntion from the Church , and 


that tbe French were oblig'd to keep him from the Crown, that all - 


who favour bim are in perpetual mortal fin; and all that are ſlain 
in the Cauſe againſt him ſhall obtain ax everlaſting Reward, aud 
be crown d with the Trophies of Martyrdom. This: Henry, Tay, 
having by the bleſſing ot God, and a good Sword, added poſ- 
{{ſſion to his Claim, and in ſpite of oppoſition made himſelf 
Maſter of France 3 yetthis new Sallick Law ſtood till in his 
light, and a Crown was not to be had but at the price of a 
Maſs : For though it be. a receiv'd Maxime, That the Crown 
removes all, zaint of Blood, it cannot of Opinion. One 
now would have cxpeed in this inſtance, that the Church 
Doors ſhould have flown open to receive this Royal Cofvert: 
but the caſe is far otherwiſe. Five years diligent agitation in, 
the Court of Rome, and attendance on three ſeveral Popes, can 
ſcarcely compals this great Work of bringing: a firaid Royal 
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Sheep into the Fold of Chrift, The difficulties: made herein 
will abundantly appear, as from the Hiſtories of that Age, fo 
more particulaily trom Cardinal D* Ofſat and Perrox's Mcmo- 
rials. And truly *tis remarkable when the matter was adjult- 
cd, to what ſubmiſtons the King in his Repreſentatives was 
fain todeſcend : How his Commiſſioners in his Name and Be- 
half, beg Remillion proſtrate on their Faces 3 and being drub'd 
and baftinado'd, as the inſulting Italians word it, or as the 
French confeſs, being ſwitch'd by his Holineſs, hardly. ob- 
tain'd an Abſolution tor their Maſter, who was farther 
oblig'd to renounce his former Inauguration and Abſolution 
given him in France, and to {wear the Extirpation of the Pro- 
tcſtants. But when all this was done, the Paciftication was 


not fully.made; but chis Mighty Prince tell by the Poniard of 


a <1: ith and the implacable Papacyz as is notorious to the 
World. | ' 

The Succeſſor to theſe, Lewis the XIII. having before him, 
the Cataſtrophe of his two immediate Predeceſſors, one would 
havt thought might reaſonably be allowed ſorve farther Pro-. 
viſion for his Safety and Afſurance of the Allegiance of his 
Pcople: and tothis end the Third Eſtate drew up an Oath 
of Fealty to be taken by all his Subjects : but it is not imagi- 
gable with what fury this was oppos d by the Pope and Cler-
